As soon as the 
plants are trimmed, place them 
in a bucket of water (a table- 
spoon of any good fertilizer 
mixed in the water is good). 
Plants can stand in the water 
4 or 5 days without damage. 

In planting, dig the hole 
ample in width so the roots do 
not touch the sides, and deep 
enough so the bump where the 
top was grafted will be cover- 
ed at least 2 inches. 

Fill in good soil around the 
roots so hole is three-fourths 
full, then settle the soil with 
water. After water has set- 
tled, complete filling the hole, 
pressing the soil down tightly 
with your foot. 

After planting is complete, 
tie’ kraft paper around the 
tops, or cover the tops with a 
paper-sack, this keeps the tops 
from drying out until growth 
starts. 

Don’t forget to water the 
plants every week!
